CONSTITUTION 


I. —The Battleford Column Association. 

Objects. 

II. —To keep a Roll, containing the names and addresses of 
the members, to promote comradeship and keep up a. friendly 
connection between all ranks who served in the Battleford 
Column North-West Field Force of Canada in 1885, to hold 
an Annual Re-union of Members, to be an adjunct to the 
Militia Force of Canada, and for social purposes. 

Members. 

III. —Membership shall be confined to Officers non-com¬ 
missioned Officers and men, who served in the Battleford 
Column, N. W. F. F., or were present under the command 
of Lieut. Col. Otter at the Relief of Battleford. All members 
shall be elected by the Committee. 

Subscriptions. 

IV. —An Entrance fee of Fifty cents shall be paid by all 
ranks on joining the Association. This fund shall be used 
for the general expenses of the Association such as printing, 
postages, etc., but shall not be used to defray any expense 
in connection with any Annual Re-Union, or-other Entertain¬ 
ment. The Committee shall have the power to assess the 
members of the Association for an annual subscription of not 
more thon twenty-five cents annually, if in the opinion of the 
Committee it is necessary. 

Officers and Committee. 

V. —The Officers shall be an Honorary President, a Presi- 
d.ent-and an.

IX. —The Committee shall have power to make such 
arrangements as they may deem necessary for meetings at 
which Lectures may be given or papers read on any subject 
relative to the late campaign, the state of the Militia of 
Canada or to military subjects, history, etc. 

Committee Meetings. 

X. —The Committee shall meet when ever it is deemed 
necessary and shall be at the call of the President or on 
requsition to the Secretary-Treasurer, signed by,two members 
of the Committee.

XI. —The annual general meeting of members shall be 
held on the second Friday in the month of February at such 
hour and place in the City of Toronto as the Committee may 
appoint.
